G.S.R. 299(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (f) of sub-section 
(3) of section 9 01 the Salaries and Allowances ol Membeis of parliament Act, 
1954 (30 of 1954), the Joint Commit.ee constituted under sub-section (1) of that 
section, after consultation with the Central Government, hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing rules further to amend the Housing and Telephone Facilities (Members of 
Parliament) Rules, 1950, the same having been approved and confirmed by tha 
Chairman of the Council of States and the Speaker of the Houae of the People 
as required by sub-section (4) of the said section, namely: — 

1. These rules may be called the Housing and Telephone Facilities (Members 
of Parliament) Amendment Rules, 1072. 

2. In the Housing and Telephone Facilities (Members of Parliament) Rules, 
1950, after rule 2, the following rule shall be inseit-d, namely: — 

“2-A. Retention of Government accommodation after the death of a Member, 
—In the case of death of a member during the term of his office, the 
members of his family shall be entitled to retrin the ac’ommcd t dl''n 
on the same rate rf rent as was payable by the member ImmcdPtel/ 
before his death, for a maximum period of t-v 0 months after which 
tha allotment shall be deemed to be cancelled."
